An Open Letter to the President 


The Honorable Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
President of the United States. 
My Dear Mr. President : 

Neither a nation nor an individual can surrender conscience to another's 
keeping. Neither can a nation, which is an entity and which does not die 
as individuals die, refrain from taking thought for the:interest of the genera- 
tions that are to come, no less than for the interest of the generation of 
today; and no public men have a right, whether from short-sightedness, 
from selfish indifference or from sentimentality, to sacrifice national interests, 
which are vital in character. Moreover, though it is criminal for a nation not 
to prepare for war, so that it may escape the dreadful consequences of being 
defeated in war, yet it must always be remembered that even to be defeated 
in war may be far better than not to have: fought at all. 

The United States Navy is the surest guarantor of peace which this 
country possesses. It is earnestly to be wished that we would profit by the 
teachings of history in this matter. I do not ask that we continue to increase 
our Navy. I ask merely that it be maintained at its present strength; and 
this can be done only if we replace the obsolete and outworn ships by new 
and good ones, the:equals of any afloat in any Navy. To stop building ships 
for one year means that for that year the Navy goes back instead of forward. 
The Navy can only attain efficiency if'enough officers and men are provided. 

Again and again in the past owr little Regular Army has rendered 
service literally vital to the country, and it may at any time have to do so 
in the future. Its standard of efficiency and instruction is higher now than 
ever in the past. But it is too small. There are not enough officers; and 
it is impossible to secure enough enlisted men. We should maintain in peace 
a fairly complete skeleton of a large army. In particular it is essential 
that we should possess a number of extra officers trained in peace to perform 
efficiently the duties urgently required upon the breaking out of war. 

For years prior to the Spanish War the Secretaries of War were praised 
chiefly if they practiced economy; which economy was directly responsible 
for most of the mismanagement that occurred'in the war itself—and paren- 
thetically be it observed that the very people who clamored for the mis- 
directed economy in the first place were foremost to denounce the misman- 
agement, loss and suffering which were primarily due to this same mis- 
directed economy and to the lack of preparation it involved. 

The above words, Mr. President, are the words which your distinguished 
namesake in the office you now occupy—Theodore Roosevelt—used in advis- 
ing the country of the State of the Union. 

In urging you to heed them, to regard the common sense and the high 
traditions they expressed, we ask you to consider your responsibility under 
the Constitution of the United States, and to refuse, in the name of mis- 
directed economy, to order the merciless cuts which by‘making our National 
Defense wholly inadequate will cause that loss of blood and treasure which 
are always the frightful consequences of unpreparedness.

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Seeks to Cut Strength 
Of Army by Furloughs 


Public expression of the President’s 
intent to reduce the basie forces of Na- 
tional Defense was given Thursday when 
he asked Congress to grant him. author- 
ity ,o furlough officers of the Army on 
hal pay. 

It may be stated authoritatively that 
the President in seeking this discretion- 
ary authority has in mind the furlough- 
ing of between 3,000 and 4,000 officers. 
Mr. Roosevelt is considering a plan to use 
these furloughed officers in connection 
with the Civilian Conservation Corps, 
but whether or not he contemplates the 
restoration of full pay and allowances 
while on that work is not known. 

Already possessing similar authority 
to furlough officers of the Navy, new 
legislation for that department is not 
necessary for his plans. The President’s 
advisers have reminded him that the 
Navy furlough was invoked on many 
officers following the War of 1812 and 
that among these officers furloughed was 
Farragut, who was later placed back on 
the active list and rose to the grade of 
Admiral. 

Another power which the President 
asked of Congress was the right to can- 
cel contracts entered into previous to 
the enactment of the law. Many believe 
that this would apply to the cancella- 
tion of enlistment contracts in the Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps. It is under- 
stood that he plans to reduce the Army: 
enlisted strength by a figure variously 
estimated as between 13,000 and 25,000. 

Among the provisions which he asked 
Congress to enact were: 


“The President is authorized to place 
on furlough such officers of the Army as 
he in his discretion:shall deem desirable. 
While on furlough officers shall receive 
one-half the pay to which they would 
otherwise have been entitled, but shall 
not be entitled to any allowance except 
for travel to their homes. 

“The President is authorized in his dis- 
cretion to suspend the extra pay or reduce 
the rate of extra pay allowed to officers 
of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps 
while on flying duty, and to distinguish 
between degrees of hazard in various types 
of flying duty and make different rates of 
extra pay applicable thereto. Provided, 
that no such rate shall be in excess of 
rates authorized by existing law. 

“That part of the act of August 5, 1882, 
relating to graduates of the Naval Acad- 
emy which provides that if, ‘and there be 
a surplus of graduates those who do not 
receive such appointment shall be given 
a certificate of graduation and honorable 
discharge and one year’s seapay,’ is hereby 
amended by repealing the words ‘and one 
year’s sea pay.’” 


While these personnel cuts ostensibly 
are part of the “balance-the-budget” 
campaign, observers are searching for 
motives other than economy inasmuch 
as virtually ne dollars and cents sav- 
ings will be represented in the Army 
personnel cut. It is pointed out that 
while it is planned to deprive the active 
list of 3,500 officers the President has 
authorized the employment on full pay

Editors Comment on Maj. Gen. Johnson Hagood’s Criticism of War Dept. 


“Nevertheless, this gust of fresh ideas blowing through the department js to 


Maj. Gen. Johnson Hagood's criticism of the organization of the War Depart- 
ment and his proposed changes which he contends will save $50,000,000, have mueh 
interested American editors. Some newspapers welcome his suggestion with open 
arms, as proof of their contention that national defense can be drastically cut. 
Others among the editors withhold judgment, and while declaring that a careful 
reconsideration of national defense policy would be advantageous, 





“Major General Jobnson Hagood is a considerably more impressive critic of 
our military establishment than the lively Billy Mitchell,” comments the New York 
Herald Tribune. “* * * When he tells the House Military Affairs Committee that 
the present War Department is so ‘top-heavy’ that it would collapse in the event 
of war, and when he adds that his proposed remedies would save $50,000,000 a year, 
he will very probably be listened to, 

“It is true that General Hageod has said something of the sort before—in 
1925, during the air service investigations, he was heard condemning the existing 
General Staff system as inefficient—and it is also true that nothing is easier for 
an officer of positive ideas than to prove that established arrangements are wrong, 
wasteful and ‘upfit for war’. The trouble is, as the said history of war offices 
through the ages would indicate, that they are too often likely to be right. * * * 

“Nothing, probably, is more difficult for a people than to arrive at a really 
sound, economical and consistent military policy. Any military policy must be a 
creature of theory, for the simple reason that there is no continuous practice by 
which it can be checked; yet there is, unhappily. no place in a military service 
for a corps of trained theoreticians and political philosophers who will expertly 
deduce a policy to be followed. The country must of necessity rely upon soldiers 
for technical advice, yet the soldiers are by nature and training practical men, 
loyal to authority and tradition and bound by horizons which do not invite 
originality of thought. It is these circumstances which give to Representative 
MeSwain's investigations into our national defense policy their real interest and 
which lend importance to informed criticisms of that policy, such as General 
Hagood's, which imply the existence of independent thought as to what the whole 
system is about and where it is taking us, 

“It is improbable that our present military policy is perfect; it is even possi- 
ble that it could be redesigned in such a way as to get both increased economy and 
increased efficiency. At any rate, many rumblings have been proceeding from the 
new Administration to suggest that it is going to be redesigned, whatever its 
present beauties, in the direction of reduced expenditure. If so, one can at least 
applaud Mr, MeSwain for going methodically about a consideration of the policy 
as it now stands, inviting service criticism and service ideas and trying to establish 
some logical basis for action. It would be a pity if the MeSwain investigation 
should be allowed to degenerate into a slanging match be: ween ‘oflicialism’ on one 
side and pacifism on the other.” 





The Virginian-Pilot of Norfolk declares: “The intricacies of War Department 
organization which Maj. Gen. Johnson Hagood wants to blast into simplicity include 
a variety of bureaus, offices, and agencies the value of which lay opinion is poorly 
equipped to appraise. Even those steeped in army lore can argue for days as to 
the merits of this or that plan of organization. When, therefore, General Hagood 
says that the War Department is absurdly topheavy, that it contains too many 
conflicting agencies and has too many divided responsibilities. and that it needs to 
be overhauled from start to finish, it is difficult to know whether he has put his 
tinzer on a rotten situation or whether he is merely talking through his hat. These 
matters for experts, and others can do little beside keep in mind the general prin- 
ciples involved.

Questioned concerning 
the cuts, Secretary Dern replies merely 
that they are under study and not finally 
decided. This situation has led to a 
belief that none of those involved has

Public Health in the 
Philippine Islands

ITH increasing interest in tropical 

diseases and preventive medicine 
the subject of Public Health in the 
Philippine Islands is always interesting 
to Americans. 

The archipelago extends for a distance 
of about 1,400 miles along and parallel 
to the coast of Asia. 

The group consists of 7,000 islands in 
all. Many of them uninhabited. 

The population has increased under 
American rule from 10,000,000 to 13,- 
000,000. The people are mostly Chris- 
tians, although in Mindanao there are 
1,000,000 Moros or Mohammedans. There 
are also several thousand pagans in the 
mountain fastnesses of Northern Luzon. 

The climate is tropical, with two sea- 
sons, the wet and dry. 

Following the Treaty of Paris when 
the United States took charge of the 
Islands disease was widespread and un- 
controlled. Leprosy was constantly seen 
on the streets. Smallpox caused as 
high as 75,000 deaths per year. In 1902 
160.000 people died from cholera. In 
the City of Manila the death rate was 
34.6 per thousand and the infant mor- 
tality 421.69 per 1000 births. By con- 
stant American supervision today the 
mortality is 22 per 1000 and infant 
death rate 151.6 per 1000 births. 

These figures are from the last Gov- 
ernor-General’s Report. Remember this 
great improvement is shared in later 
years by prominent Filipinos such as 
Senate President Quezon, Senator Os- 
mena and Director of Health Fajardo. 

Tuberculosis leads all other diseases 
as the cause of death. In 1931 there 
were 33.000 deaths from this disease. 
It is constantly increasing and has dou- 
bled since 1908. 

Malaria comes next, there being 20,- 
OO) deaths in 1931. 

Beri-Beri stands third, 19,900, 
the dysenteries and typhoid fourth. 

Statistics are not very reliable as they 
are kept by untrained clerks in the 
capitals of the 49 provinces. Indeed, 
the Director of Health states that of 
the patients who die, 60% never see a 
physician. 

Until 1930 no anti-tubercular work 
was done in the provinces. The Anti- 
Tubercular Society received $25,000 per 
year from the Legislature and voluntary 
contributions. This was mostly used in 
the support of Santol Hospital, the only 
tuberculosis hospital in the Islands. It 
has about 225 beds. 

Governor-General Dwight F. Davis in 
1930 supported by the Filipino leaders 
urged the Legislature to give more funds 
for tubercular control. Accordingly 
$100,000 was appropriated, a commission 
of seven members appointed under the 
Chairmanship of the Director of Health 
and a vigorous anti-tubercular campaign 
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started. There is no_racial immunity 
in the Philippines. 

With overcrowding, poor food, poverty, 
bad housing, contact with advanced 
cases, sealing up of the houses at night, 
the results are inevitable. 

Milk is practically never seen. There 
are only 8 herds of cattle and these- be- 
come infected promptly with tubercu- 
losis. Pasteurization is very ineffici- 
ently done. 

Malaria is next to tuberculosis the 
greatest cause of morbidity and death 
in the Philippine Islands. The same 
procedures as those used in Panama to 
combat the disease are in force. The 
one great weapon, ample funds, is lack- 
ing. Without sufficient money little can 
be accomplished. In this impoverished 
country very little progress can be made. 

It is of interest however to know that 
the Bureau of Forestry is now raising 
quinine. It hopes that the tribute to the 
Dutch monopoly will soon be over. 

The control and treatment of leprosy 
is now well in hand. There are about 
7,000 registered by the Bureau of Health 
in the Islands. The largest leprosarium 
in the World is situated on the Island 
of Culion, where 6,000 patients are un- 
dergoing treatment. To date 2,500 have 
been discharged as negative. The iod- 
ized esters of chaulmoogra oil are used 
in the treatment, 155,000 injections being 
given by the infiltration method in 1929. 

Several new leprosaria, or as now 
called, treatment stations, are located 
in different parts of the Archipelago; 


Zamboango, Iloilo, Cebu and Legaspi. 
Recently the Leonard Wood Memorial 


Fund of $2,000,000 was completed under 
the direction of Mr. Perry Burgess of 
New York for the study and treatment 
of leprosy. 

Mr. Eversley Childs of New York has 
given funds for the erection of the new 
Leonard Wood Memorial of 53 buildings 
at Cebu. It is one of the most complete 
hospitals of its kind in the World. 

Since the early days of American 
control we have had a board of expert 
medical officers known as the United 
States Army Tropical Board working 
in the Islands. It has done many things 
to advance tropical and preventive med- 
icine. Its discovery that white polished 
rice was the cause of beri-beri and that 
it could be avoided by using unpolished 
yellow rice saved thousands of lives. 
That the use of an alcoholic extract of 
the rice polishings, known as “tiki-tiki” 
was a specific cure in infantile beri-beri. 
It is now issued free to sufferers from 
the disease. 

The Board aided in the differentia- 
tion of the tropical dysenteries. It found 
that emetine cured amoebic dysentery 
and was much more reliable than ipecac. 
Today we rarely see amoebic dysentery 
or its great complication, liver abscess. 

Typhoid and paratyphoid are quite as 
prevalent as the dysenteries. 

The Bureau of Science was established 
under the American administration. 
One of its functions is to prepare vac- 
cines for use in the Islands. In 19381 
11,283,000 doses of vaccines of all kinds 
were made. 

These vaccines are often poorly ad- 
ministered, or their use bitterly opposed. 
In the Moro country, the Mohammedans 
do not believe any foreign substance 
should be injected into the human body. 
This is contrary to their religious be- 
lief. 

The United States Government has 
sent great numbers of Filipino students 
to study in our colleges and universities. 
This is particularly true in medicine. 
The outstanding Medical Department of 
the University of the Philippines is do- 
ing great work in training native phy- 
sicians. 

Lately a new School of Hygiene has 
been established. These institutions 
have been greatly aided by the Rocke- 
feller Foundation. The Foundation gave 
large sums of money to help these 
Schools. as well as sending them expert 
teachers and professors from institu- 
tions in the United States and paying 
their salaries. 

The Philippine Health Service admin- 
isters an excellent system of hospitals 
throughout the Archipelago. The med- 
ical officers of this service examines the 
school children each year, making 800,- 
000 such examinations during 1930 and 
42,000 operations were performed to re- 
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move defects found. ‘ 

It would take too much time and 
space to enumerate the great number of 
improvements in health conditions since 
the United States took control in 1898:

Fight Defense Cut 


The force of public opinion against 
the proposals to reduce the Army and 
Navy already is being felt. 

In Washington, Wednesday, the 

Daughters of the American Revolution 
adopted and sent to President Roosevelt 
the following resolution: 
“Whereas, the President of the United 
States is being asked to use the extra- 
ordinary power vested in him to reduce 
our defense forces; 

“Whereas, it is believed the President 
will welcome an expression of opinion 
from this society upon this vital sub- 
ject; 

“Be it resolved, That the N.S. D. A. R., 
in Congress assembled, record themselves 
as opposed to any reduction in the per- 
sonnel or efficiency of our Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps, National Guard, Organ- 
ized Reserve Corps, R. O. T. C., C. M. T. 
C., as such reductions would seriously 
weaken our national defense. 

“Be it further resolved, That a copy 
of this resolution be sent to the [resi- 
dent.” 

The preceding day the National De- 
fense Committee of the D.A.R. author- 
ized its chairman, Mrs. William A. Beck- 
er, to voice that committee’s protest at 
the White House. The committee heard 
speeches by Col. Fred Ryons, Col. Ross 
Parker, Maj. William H. Gill and Dr. 
Thomas H Healy, of Georgetown Univer- 
sity. 

Military organizations and patriotic 
societies yesterday became active against 
the War Department’s proposed cut. In 
a letter to President Roosevelt, the Re- 
serve Officers’ Association of the United 
States said such a step “will curtail the 
military activities of the department and 
seriously impair the efficiency of the 
trained man-power of our Army.” The 
letter added: 

“It is a well recognized general prin- 
cipal that periods of economic distress 
throughout the world represent times 
when the possibilities of conflict—inter- 
nal as well as external—are most acute; 
and that, therefore, a wise policy de- 
mands that military training and arma- 
ments be increased instead of decreased 
during such times.” 

In support of National Defense, the 
Finger Lakes Post, 691, Veterans of For- 
eign Wars, of Ithaca, N. Y., adopted a 
resolution in which the members of the 
post declared that “from actual personal 
experience, observation and suffering, 
thoroughly understands and appreciates, 
as perhaps no others, the seriousness, in- 
efficiency, financial loss, unnecessary 
sickness and death caused by untrained, 
and particularly inexperienced commis- 
sioned and non-commissioned officers in 
our army and navy. 

“Soldiering, to some extent at least, 
will always be necessary, with the oper- 
ations and tactics becoming more and 
more intricate and complicated daily and 
in which our future generation of young 
men will some time undoubtedly be 
forced to take an active part.” 

Newspaper comment also has been 
favorable. The Washington Herald, a 
Hearst paper, said, “His fellow Ameri- 
cans will find it hard to believe that 
President Roosevelt will yield to the 
pressure of organized pacifists and pork- 
barrel politicians to reduce by a single 
officer or a single man the existing 
strength of the Regular Army. * * * Any 
Secretary of War who would recommend 
a further reduction in our combat forces 
in view of their present depleted strength 
would be out of place in the Cabinet 
of a President rejoicing in the illustrious 
name of Roosevelt.” 

The Washington Star said: “The sac- 
rifices necessary to achieve this reduc- 
tion are of secondary importance and 
are. apparently, outside the scope of 
Budget Bureau considerations. The task 
of the professional military men is no

quate to meet the demands of national 
defense, but to take the jig-saw puzzle 
fragments left after the Budget Bu- 
reau’s sawing and to find out what the 
resulting picture will look like. That it 
will jar all preconceived notions of na- 
tional defense is beyond doubt.” 

In the Washington Post one reads: “It 
is unfortunate that the Government has 
to spend taxpayers’ money an arma- 
ments, yet to deprive the Nation of ade- 
quate defense would be as foolish as to 
deprive a city of its agencies for law 
enforcement. The needs for mainte- 
nance of an army are relative. While 
the world remains armed to the teeth 
and wars are threatened it would be 
folly for the United States to neglect its 
national defense.”

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To Command Air Exercises 


Maj. Gen. B. D. Foulois this week an- 
nounced the appointment of the Assist- 
ant Chief of Air Corps, Brig. Gen. Oscar 
Westover, as Commander of the Air 
Force to be concentrated at March Field 
at an unannounced time. 

Assisting General Westover, as mem- 
bers of his air staff, will be the follow- 
ing Air Corps officers: 

Chief of Staff, Col. H. H. Arnold, the 
present Commanding Officer of March 
Field, Calif.; G-1, Maj. Arnold W. Krog- 
stad, Chief of the Air Corps Personnel 
Division ; G-2, Maj. Clarence Tinker, now 
stationed at March Field, Calif.; G-3, 
Maj. Ralph Royce, one of the Air Corps 
officers at present on the Army General 
Staff; G-4, Maj. J. H. Rudolph, of the 
Plans Division of the Air Corps. 

Detailed plans for the first phase of 
the exercises, the on-to-March Field 
movement of the Air Corps tactical units 
have already been prepared by the Air 
Corps in accordance with the General 
instructions of the Army’s Chief of Staff, 
General Douglas MacArthur. The Air 
Force staff will immediately carry out 
these plans and continue their supervi- 
sion of the Air Force Exercises. 

Once concentrated at March Field, the 
next phase of the exercises will be car- 
ried out. This consists of a number of 
varied missions, ranging from recon- 
naissance problems conducted over land 
and sea, to coordinated simulated air 
force problems calculated to test the 
training efticiency of Air Corps tactical 
units both in the air and on the ground. 

Radio communications will play a 
prominent part in directing the Air Force 
operations, both from the ground or from 
a command post in the air. Wings and 
groups will be dispersed from time to 
time and brought together to combine 
their forces in some tactical mission, 
all through the use of radio communi- 
cations. 

As the exercises will tend to develop 
tactical principles and methods of coor- 
dinating the use of bombardment, attack, 
pursuit and observation aviation, it will 
not be necessary to simulate a condition 
“at the Front’. Due to the favorable 
location near the coast it is quite prob- 
able that some attention will be given 
to problems of coast or frontier patrol 
and defense.

Service Pensions 


Dependents of the officers and men 
who went down on the Akron will be 
denied the double pension formerly al- 
lowed in cases of aircraft accidents, it 
was stated at the Veterans Administra- 
tion yesterday. 

Under the new pension regulations a 
flat rate of $22 per month is established 
for widows of officers and men of the 
military and naval service who die in 
peace time incident to the service. Ad- 
dition compensation is provided for chil- 
dren and dependent mothers or fathers 
who are eligible in addition to a widow. 
Under the previous law dependent 
mothers and fathers were ineligible for 
pension if a widow survived. No dis- 
tinction is made as to rank, dependents 
of officers and enlisted men receiving 
compensation at the same rate. 

Pensions will be allowed to dependents 
of regular service personnel whose 
deaths were not incident to their ser- 
vices only if their husbands had service 
in the Spanish-American War. The new 
rate approximately cuts in half the pen- 
sions formerly received by many widows 
of service personnel. If a widow can not 
trace her husband’s death to his service 
in either peace or war or he did not 
have Spanish War service she will re 
ceive no pension at all. 

In the case of dependents qualifying 
under the Spanish War law it is re 
quired that widows, if maintaining no 
family, have an income of less than 
$1,000 a year, if the widow supports 4 
family she must receive an income of less 
than $2.500 a year in order to be eligible 
for the pension.

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Favor Graduate Pay Denial 


Repeal of existing law to disallow the 
payment of one year’s sea pay to surplus 
graduates of the Naval Academy was 
recommended to the House this week 
by the Naval Affairs Committee. With 
but one dissenting vote, the group or- 
dered reported favorably a bill to that 
effect sponsored by the Navy Depart- 
ment and later asked for by the Presi- 


t. 

Protest to the move was made by 
Representative Joseph B. Shannon, Dem. 
of Mo., a new member of the committee. 
The Missourian, who last Congress 
headed the special committee named to 
investigate Governmental competition in 
business, declared that “he hated to 
think that this Government is so small 
as to take away the money these boys 
have been expecting to get.” 

“There is an equity, here,” he urged. 
“These boys have been told and have 
had a right to expect that they would 
either be commissioned in the Navy or 
be given this money to get a start with. 
Now you are taking it away. I think 
it is a hardship on them. There is a 
brutality to it.” 

Representative Fred Britten, of IIL, 
ranking Republican member of the com- 
mittee. declared that he expected the 
Democrats to favor the proposal as “it 
was a part of President Roosevelt’s re- 
trenchment program.” Britten voted for 
the measure, however. 

Rear Adm. Frank B. Upham, Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation, appeared be- 
fore the committee to support the Navy 
Department recommendation of the 
graduation pay withdrawal Dill. He 
told the committee, that the Department 
did not feel that the graduates would be 
unjustly treated, as they would receive 
$1,000 in accumulated allowances, which 
the graduates who are commissioned will 
have to use to purchase officer uniforms. 

Admiral Upham stated the present 
number of line officers is insufficient for 
the Navy's needs, but that the necessity 
for limiting appropriations does not per- 
mit them to ask for the commissioning 
of all of the qualified midshipmen now 
at the Naval Academy. 

“A total of 5,780 line officers is not 
enough to man the ships of the Navy, in 
and out of commission, in reserve and 
building.” he declared. He added that 
if the Navy was built to treaty strength, 
he “anticipated” congressional removal 
of the limitation on the number of offi- 


cers. 

Questioned as to possibility of any of 
the surplus graduates who are dis- 
charged being later taken into the Reg- 
ular Navy, Admiral Upham said that 
although in time of war “we would be 
oniy too glad to cover them into the 
naval service as reserves” he “very much 
doubted” that there was any chance of 
them receiving regular appointments in 
time of peace. 





Spanish Vessel Visits 
The Spanish Naval Training Ship 
Juan Sebastian de Elcano, commanded 
by Capitan de Fragata Lopez y Cortijo, 
will arrive at the Navy Yard, Washing- 
ton, D. C., on April 27 for a visit of four 
days. The Elcano is now at New York, 
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and will remain until April 25 when 
she will depart for Washington, before 
returning to Spain on the completion of 
her annual training cruise. 

Officers, midshipmen and enlisted men 
of the Eleano will be entertained in 
Washington and Annapolis by members 
of the United States Navy and a pro 
gram of events is being prepared by the 
Navy Department.

THE SERVICES ARE FACING THE certainty of personnel cuts. The plan 
proposed for the Army calls for the retirement of 3,500 officers and ,the discharge 
of 25,000 enlisted men. That proposed for the Navy and the Marine Corps is 
now under consideration. 

There is a slight hope that such drastic and wholesale crippling of National 
Defense will be avoided: the responsible Chiefs of the Services are using every 
possible argument to preserve man power. 

In the face of what is happening there would seem to be a rigid determination 
on the part of President Roosevelt to adhere to the recommendation made to 
him by his Director of the Budget. 

There is a provision of law which permits the President to furlough officers 
of the Navy and Marine Corps on half pay. He is seeking a similar law for the 
furloughing of officers of the Army. This is in anticipation of his execution of 
the plan to reduce the commissioned personnel of all the Services. 

In this grave emergency, we appeal to the people to express their emphatic 
disapproval of the policy of the President, and to the members of Congress to 
refuse to enact the law to furlough officers of the Army. Such refusal by the 
latter would make it clear to the President that the country will not tolerate the 
rupture of the fabric of National Defense, which he is contemplating. 

It is mo secret that General MacArthur, Chief of Staff of the Army, and 
Admiral Pratt, Chief of Naval Operations, have disavowed responsibility for the 
security of the country, if the cuts under consideration be carried out. 

In the light of this fact. we urge Congress to make an investigation of the 
proposal of the Administration to withhold appropriations for the maintenance of 
National Defense. It is not enough to call hand-picked officers as witnesses. Get 
the testimony of the men the country would hold responsible in case of war. 

Should this be done, there is no doubt what the reaction of the country would 
be. It would demand that misdirected economy be abandoned and that at least 
the present armed strength of the Nation be maintained. 





UPON THE SHOULDERS OF Lewis William Douglas, Director of the Budget, 
rests squarely the responsibility for the slashing cuts in Service expenditures 
which the President is favorably considering. 

It is Mr. Douglas who originally proposed that Army appropriations be cut 
one-third, or $90,000,000, and that Navy and Marine Corps appropriations be cut 
one-fourth or $70,000,000. 

It is Mr. Douglas who, in formulating this policy. contemplated not only loss 
in efficiency, due to the termination or reduction of training of the Army and 
curtailment of necessary supply purchases, but loss in actual strength caused by 
the separation from the Regular establishment of 3.500 officers and 25,000 enlisted 
men. 

It is Mr. Douglas who contemplated like consequences for the Navy, and. besides, 
the laying up of battleships, cruisers and other essential] ships, the retirement of 
an indetermined number of officers and the discharge of approximately 4.000 men 
of the Navy and the Marine Corps. 

It was this same Mr. Douglas who. on May 17, 1932, during the debate in the 
last Congress on the proposal to retire 2.000 officers of the Army, made this direct 
and unequivocal statement : 

“I will not vote to reduce the personnel of our National Defense system for 
the reason that to do so will mean the future loss of human lives.” 

How can Mr. Douglas reconcile the view he solemnly expressed only a year 
ago with the orders from the President which he is seeking and with unfortunately 
a strong prospect of success. 

What has caused the change in Mr. Douglas’ attitude? He will say the dire 
need of the country. Yet there is a greater need. that of the security of the 
Nation, and, moreover. if cuts be required the Army, the Navy and the Marine 
Corps, as in the past, will make them so that the vital thing for both, man-power, 
and for the Navy, ships can be preserved. 

And we ask Mr. Douglas: What will be the cost in human lives as a result 
of your insistence upon personnel reductions? 





REMARK THIS INCONSISTENCY: WHILE the President is considering 
the reduction in the personnel of the Army. officers and enlisted men are being 
drafted from necessary work to discipline and train the labor recruits for the 
reforestation camps. In other words. members of this branch of the military 
establishment are being taken away from duties of importance in connection with 
the discharge of their mission. It is more or less a grim joke that the pacifists 
who want the Army abolished are the very persons who fee] that in the interest 
of order the Army must be placed in charge of the conservation recruits. 

And take the Navy. Men-of-war which have cost the Nation tens of millions 
are to be laid up at navy yards under the care of small details. The practice 
essential to efficient operations in time of war will be denied to the personnel. 
The fine coordination of units which only constant drilling can achieve is threatened. 
and, in case of emergency, recruit manned vessels will be forced to sea and perhaps 
destruction by the pressure of need or public opinion. 

And consider the Marine Corps: That loyal. effective body of officers and 
men. always ready to perform the dangerous duties devolving upon it as landing 
parties, as well as the various resnonsibilities aboard ship. also will lose a part of 
its personnel and in common with sister services will suffer seriously in morale. 

And think of the effect on aviation: Threatened by reduction in airplanes 
and other equipment. menaced by loss or reduction in flying pay. the spirit con- 
trolled by discipline will be harmed to the injury of effective flying. 

The President, the Congress, and above all the country. should consider these 
impressive facts.

Fights Pay Reductions.—Foremost in the ranks of those fighting against the reduc- 
tions in pay of the services has been Representative J. H. Hoeppel, of California, 
a retired enlisted man of the Army. Calling the attention of the House recently 
to the “inequities and injustices” in that bill Representative Hoeppel declared : 
“I invite your attention to the act of March 3, 1933, in which this Congress 
took away from the enlisted men in the service, receiving only $21 a month, their 
reenlistment allowance, which reduces by 10 per cent per month their enlistment 
remuneration. Their rations have been reduced practically 40 per cent. 

“On April 1 of this year, they suffered another reduction of 33 per cent in their 
clothing allowance, and in addition 15 per cent of their $21 a month pay. I protest 
this, 

“I also speak in behalf of the retired enlisted men. They also suffer a reduc- 
tion of 15 per cent in their meager pay, effective April 1. Here in Washington is 
2 man who fought in Cuba and the Philippines. He was decorated for bravery in 
battle. His monthly retired pay of $35.75 will be reduced 15 per cent, notwith- 
stunding that he is totally disabled.”

Silver Star Decoration Ready For Issue.—Applications for the new Silver Star dec- 
oration ure now being received, and in order to simplify the work of disposing of 
such applications, the War Department has prescribed a blank form to be used by 
those entitled to the decoration. This blank form will be furnished upon request 
to The Adjutant General, War Department, Washington, D. C. Inasmuch as the 
War Department does not have the present address of the thousands of veterans 
who were awarded citations for gallantry in action, it is necessary for the veteran 
to submit his own application in order to receive the decoration. 

No application for the Silver Star should be submitted based upon a citation 
necompanying the award of the Medal of Honor, Distinguished Service Cross, or 
by reason of the award of the Purple Heart or any foreign decoration. The citation 
to justify an award must be one describing an individual act of gallantry, for which 
no other decoration has been awarded.

British Construction Program—-In sharp contrast to our own Navy, both in the 
failure to provide a building program and the curtailment of annual appropria- 
tions, ure the British Navy estimates for next year. Four cruisers, one destroyer 
leader, eight destroyers, three submarines, three sloops, one convoy sloop, and one 
coastal sloop, are to be laid down in the 1933 construction program. Sir Eyres 
Monsell, First Lord of the Admiralty, stated in presenting the estimates which 
are three million pounds higher than last year. 

Emphasizing that the 1933 program is a normal 
Admiralty Lord said: 

“The cruisers constitute the fourth and final instalment of the Replacement 
Programme due for completion by December 31, 1936, under the terms of the 
London Naval Treaty. 

“The numbers of destroyers and submarines are the same as in previous 
building programmes since the Treaty.” 

In introducing the Navy estimates, Lord Eyres-Monsell stated: 

“The announcement that the Government Estimates this year are increased 
by £3,093.700 has aroused both hopes and fears, hopes in those who, believing in 
a strong Navy, believe that the deficiencies in the Navy are immediately to be made 
good, fears in others of some departure from our Treaty limitations. There is no 
justification for those hopes or fears. As the House of Commons well knows. 
we are building to a rigid programme. of which this is the fourth instalment, and 
the increase of a little over £3,000,000 is almost entirely automatic, and, except 
for new construction, does not fully meet all the potential needs of the Navy. Of 
this total of £3,093,700, no less a sum than £2,355,360 is required in order to make 
normal progress—and normal progress only—with new construction. * * * 

“I should like the House to understand that if it had not been for certain 
automatic reductions which we have had. such as the decrease in the price of 
fuel, and the real co-operation of the whole Navy, both afloat and in shore estab- 
lishments, in helping us to economise, the Estimates would have had to be consider- 
ably greater than those I am presenting today.” 
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New Diesel Engine Gives British Submarine —High praise is expressed for 
a new type of Diesel engine developed by the British Admiralty in The Napy 
official organ of the British Navy League. Equipped with the new engines, the 
new Fleet submarine Thames, it is stated, has a speed of more than 21 knots 
“No other Navy in the world,” it is declared, “possesses a submarine that can 
match her for engine-power and §| “i 

Recalling that the Admiralty has been severely criticised in the past for its 
seeming indifference to Diesel engines, The Navy states: 

“The truth is that there is perhaps no branch of marine engineering over 
which the Admiralty has kept a closer watch for years past than over that of the 
design of development of the Diesel engine. Not only has all progress in the 
application of such engines to merchant vessels been followed with unflagging 
vigilance, but the Admiralty has, on its own behalf, carried out prolonged, patient 
and elaborate experiments in internal-combustion engineering. * * * Year after 
year it went on, and little seemed to come of all the cost and expense. But at 
last we have attained results, and the world has been allowed to hear of them, 
We have in our Navy today a Fleet submarine, powered with Diesels of ten thoy. 
sand horse, which motors drive that submarine at a surface speed of over 21 knots, 
** ¢ 

“After the War. certain foreign navies tried to produce large Diesel-driyep 
submarines of 21-22 knots surface speed, but we believe that their attempts were 
not successful. It is an open secret that our own big Fleet submarine, the X1, 
was a disappointment to us in regard to speed-performance on her machinery trials 
several years ago. After all these failures to attain the end aimed at, nayaj 
architects were beginning to think and say that the Diesel-driven Fleet submarine 
of 21-22 knots was a technical impossibility. With the Thames, we have demon- 
strated that such a type of war vessel is not an impossibility. * * * Our gratifiea- 


tion is all the greater by the knowledge that she is not to be the solitary specimen

Naval Reserves Aid in Flood Emergeney.—A prompt response was made by various 
units of the regular Navy and of the U. S. Naval Reserve in the Ninth Naval 
District to the emergency created by the flood in the Ohio River Valley. and 
effective assistance rendered where required, according to a report submitted to 
the Navy Department by the Commandant of that District. 

All fleet naval reserve and communication reserve units in Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois and Missouri, and the personnel of Navy recruiting stations in the flooded 
area, were requested by the Commandant of the Ninth Naval District to render 
all possible assistance, this action having been authorized by the Chief of Naval 
Operations. 

Lt. E. A. Munyan, USNR, and five officers, together with thirty-five men of the 
5ist Division under his command, volunteered their services to the Mayor of 
Cincinnati and were assigned police duty. The services they rendered proved so 
valuable that the Mayor requested their continuance on this duty. The Chief of 
Naval Operations, in approving this request, with the understanding that the 
services thus rendered be considered voluntary, stated that it was regarded as 
commendable work. 

March 20 the Inspector of Naval Material at Cincinnati reported that the flood 
situation was satisfactorily in hand and that the ordering of the Naval reserve 
back to duty was not considered necessary. He stated that the naval reserve had 
already performed commendable voluntary service, supplying three officers and 
forty-five men, together with their boat, on March 19, and had two officers and 
sixteen men engaged in voluntary service the following day. The local recruiting 
office, it was stated, assisted to the fullest extent. 

The recruiting facilities at Indianapolis were placed at the disposal of the 
Governor of Indiana for use in flood relief and the substations at Evansville and 
Terre Haute were directed to render assistance where possible. 

At Toledo the second battalion of the Ohio Naval Militia, which is made up 
of members of the second battalion of the U. S. Naval Reserve, was issued orders 
by the Adjutant General of Ohio to proceed to the flooded area in the event their 
services were requested.

However. every effort is being made to 
expedite the formulation of a plan which 
will result in making as large a percent- 
age of deposits as possible available 
with a minimum delay.

Percy L. Crosby, noted cartoonist and 
creator of “Skippy” became a Major in 
the Marine Corps Reserve this week. He 
was presented with a commission in the 
Corps by Maj.

Major Crosby is a veteran of the World 
War and served as a First Lieutenant 
of the 305th Infantry of the 77th Divi- 
sion in action on the Vesle and in the 
Baccarret Sector.

“Knowing that the U. S. Marine Corps 
and the Navy constitute the first line of 
defense of this nation. I was delighted to 
be presented to General Fuller, com- 
mandant of the U. S. Marine Corps. | 
deem it a high honor to have received 
a commission as major in the Maurine 
Corps Reserve, for I feel it is a general- 
ly accepted fact that the Marines are one 
of the foremost military units of the 
world.”

Court Martial Forfeitures 


The War Department has announced 
he following for the information and 
guidance of all concerned : 

“Many court martial sentences ap- 
proved prior to the enactment of legisla- 
tion reducing the pay of enlisted men, 
adjudged forfeitures of pay, expressed 
in dollars and cents, based on two-thirds 
of the pay received on the date of sen- 
tence. To the end that no forfeiture will 
exceed two-thirds of the reduced pay of 
any person subject to military law, offi- 
cers having court martial jurisdiction 
will, by appropriate order in each case, 
reduce the forfeiture adjudged to not to 
exceeed two-thirds of the pay now being 
received by such persons.” 





OBITUARIES 


Colonel Samuel Reber, USA-Ret., gen- 
eral foreign representative of the Radio 
Corporation of America and son-in-law 
of the late Lt. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, died 
at Walter Reed General Hospital, Wash- 
ington, D. C., April 16. He died of pneu- 
monia, following an abdominal opera- 
tion. 

Colonel Reber had a host of friends in 
and out of the service. His strength of 
purpose and lofty ideals will long be re- 
membered by those fortunate enough to 
have known him. 

Colonel Reber was born in St. Louis, 
Mo., Oct. 16, 1864, and was graduated 
from the Military Academy in 1886, be- 
ing commissioned in the cavalry. He 
reached the rank of Colonel in 1916 and 
was retired at his own request on Nov. 
30, 1919. 

He studied electrical engineering at 
Johns Hopkins University in 1894 and 
Was graduated from the Army War Col- 
lege in 1905. He served in Indian cam- 
paigns in Arizona and in Puertu Rico 
during the war with Spain. During the 
World War he served with the Twenty- 
eighth and Eighty-eighth Divisions and 
with headquarters of the Second Army 
of the A. E. F. in France. His record 
in the army was distinguished by ability 
and progressiveness and his interest in 
communications and aviation was re- 
sponsible for the important forward 
Steps made by the Signal Corps in these 
Matters at the time. 

After retiring Colonel Reber became 
associated with the Columbia Syndicate. 
In 1923 he became associated with the 
Radio Corporation of America, and was 
for a time director of traffic production 
for that company. He was at his death 
vice president of the Radio Corporation 
of America Communications, Inc., and 
general foreign representative of the 
company as well as of the Radio Corpo- 
ration of America. He was in Japan 
during the 1923 earthquake and, escap- 
ing unhurt, took charge of the re-estab- 
lishment of communication by cable and 
Wireless with the outside world. For his 


Services he was decorated with the 
Fourth Order of the Rising Sun by 
Japan, 


In 1893 Colonel Reber was a delegate 
to Section B of the International Elec- 
trical ¢ ‘ongress. He was a member of the 
electrical juries of the Chicago and St. 
Louis exhibitions. He was a War De- 
partment delegate to the International 
Electrical Congress in 1904. Other con- 
ferences to which he was a delegate in- 
cluded the International Telegraph Con- 
ference in Paris, 1925: International Ra- 















diotelegraph Conference, Washington, 
1927, and the World Engineering Con- 
gress, Tokyo, in 1929. He was the au- 
thor of various technical books and and 
papers. He was an Officer de l’Etoile 
Noire and held Indian War, Spanish- 
American War, Puerto Rican campaign 
and Cuban campaign service medals, as 
well as the Victory Medal with two 
clasps issued in the World War. 

Colonel Reber belonged to the Institute 
of Radio Engineers, was a Fellow of the 
American Institute of Electrical Engi- 
neers, and a member of the Franklin In- 
stitute of Radio Engineers. His clubs in- 
cluded the University and India House 
in New York and Metropolitan, Army 
and Navy and Chevy Chase in Washing- 
ton. 

A classmate at West Point of General 
John J. Pershing, Colonel Reber was a 
friend of Major Gen. James G. Harbord, 
now chairman of the board of the Radio 
Corporation of America. Colonel Reber 
was related to the late General William 
T. Sherman of the Civil War. 

He is survived by his widow, the for- 
mer Miss Cecelia Sherman Miles, and 
two sons, Ist Lieutenant Miles Reber, 
CE, USA, who is stationed at West 
Point, N. Y., and Samuel Reber, Jr., 
diplomatic officer, who has represented 
the State Department in negotiations at 
Geneva looking to the rehabilitation of 
Liberia. 

The funeral was held in the Walter 
Reed Chapel April 18. The Rev. Ze 
Barney Phillips, rector of the Church of 
the Epiphany officiated. 3urial, with 
full military honors took place in the 
mausoleum of General Miles in Arling- 
ton National Cemetery.

Court Martial Forfeitures 


The War Department has announced 
the following for the information and 
guidance of all concerned : 

“Many court martial sentences ap- 
proved prior to the enactment of legisla- 
tion reducing the pay of enlisted men, 
adjudged forfeitures of pay, expressed 
in dollars and cents, based on two-thirds 
of the pay received on the date of sen- 
tence. To the end that no forfeiture will 
exceed two-thirds of the reduced pay of 
any person subject to military law, ofti- 
eers having court martial jurisdiction 
will, by appropriate order in each case. 
reduce the forfeiture adjudged to not to 
exceeed two-thirds of the pay now being 
received by such persons.” 





OBITUARIES 


Colonel Samuel Reber, USA-Ret., gen- 
eral foreign representative of the Radio 
Corporation of America and son-in-law 
of the late Lt. Gen. Nelson A. Miles, died 
at Walter Reed General Hospital, Wash- 
ington, D. C., April 16. He died of pneu- 
monia, following an abdominal opera- 
tion. 

Colonel Reber had a host of friends in 
and out of the service. His strength of 
purpose and lofty ideals will long be re- 
membered by those fortunate enough to 
have known him. 

Colonel Reber was born in St. Louis, 
Mo., Oct. 16, 1864, and was graduated 
from the Military Academy in 1886, be- 
ing commissioned in the cavalry. He 
reached the rank of Colonel in 1916 and 
was retired at his own request on Nov. 
30, 1919. 

He studied electrical engineering at 
Johns Hopkins University in 1894 and 
Was graduated from the Army War Col- 
lege in 1905. He served in Indian cam- 
paigns in Arizona and in Puerto Rico 
during the war with Spain. During the 
World War he served with the Twenty- 
eighth and Eighty-eighth Divisions and 
with headquarters of the Second Army 
of the A. E. F. in France. His record 
in the army was distinguished by ability 
and progressiveness and his interest in 
communications and aviation was re- 
sponsible for the important forward 
Steps made by the Signal Corps in these 
matters at the time. 

After retiring Colonel Reber became 
associated with the Columbia Syndicate. 
In 1923 he became associated with the 
Radio Corporation of America, and was 
for a time director of traffic production 
for that company. He was at his death 
vice president of the Radio Corporation 
of America Communications, Inc., and 
general foreign representative of the 
company as well as of the Radio Corpo- 
ration of America. He was in Japan 
during the 1923 earthquake and, eseap- 
ing unhurt, took charge of the re-estab- 
lishment of communication by cable and 
Wireless with the outside world. For his 


Services he was decorated with the 
Fourth Order of the Rising Sun by 
Japan. 


In 1893 Colonel Reber was a delegate 
to Section B of the International Elec- 
trical Congress. He was a member of the 
electrical juries of the Chicago and St. 
Leuis exhibitions. He was a War De- 
partment delegate to the International 
Electrical Congress in 1904. Other con- 
ferences to which he was a delegate in- 
cluded the International Telegraph Con- 
ference in Paris, 1925: International Ra- 
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diotelegraph Conference, Washington, 
1927, and the World Engineering Con- 
gress, Tokyo, in 1929. He was the au- 
thor of various technical books and and 
papers. He was an Officer de l’Etoile 
Noire and held Indian War, Spanish- 
American War, Puerto Rican campaign 
and Cuban campaign service medals, as 
well as the Victory Medal with two 
clasps issued in the World War. 

Colonel Reber belonged to the Institute 
of Radio Engineers, was a Fellow of the 
American Institute of Electrical Engi- 
neers, and a member of the Franklin In- 
stitute of Radio Engineers. His clubs in- 
cluded the University and India House 
in New York and Metropolitan, Army 
and Navy and Chevy Chase in Washing- 
ton. 

A classmate at West Point of General 
John J. Pershing, Colonel Reber was a 
friend of Major Gen. James G. Harbord, 
now chairman of the board of the Radio 
Corporation of America. Colonel Reber 
was related to the late General William 
T. Sherman of the Civil War. 

He is survived by his widow, the for- 
mer Miss Cecelia Sherman Miles, and 
two sons, 1st Lieutenant Miles Reber, 
CE, USA, who is stationed at West 
Point, N. Y., and Samuel Reber, Jr., 
diplomatic officer, who has represented 
the State Department in negotiations at 
Geneva looking to the rehabilitation of 
Liberia. 

The funeral was held in the Walter 
Reed Chapel April 18. The Rev. Ze 
Barney Phillips, rector of the Church of 
the Epiphany officiated. 3urial, with 
full military honors took place in the 
mausoleum of General Miles in Arling- 
ton National Cemetery.

Mest shipping men are well acquainted 
with Commissioner Cone, and know his 
sterling qualifications for his newly ac- 
quired chairmanship. Captain Todd left 
a warm circle of admirers behind him 
when he was transferred from Newport, 
and he is highly spoken of by all who 
have made his acquaintance in this port. 
Our friends on the Pacific Coast know 
Captain Lincoln better than we do, but 
they are quite willing to vouch for him 
as a thoroughly worthy member of this 
most important commission. It is no 
more than right to testify that the re- 
tiring chairman T. V. O'Connor had en- 
deared himself to most shipping men 
through his indefatigable devotion to the 
many serious problems involved in get- 
ting the U. S. Government out of the 
shipping business, and transferring the 
established lines on the essential trade 
routes of the world to individual operat- 
ing companies.

Bills discounted increased $6,000.00 
at the Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York, and declined $7,000,000 each a 
Philadelphia and San Francisco and §§. 
000,000 at all Federal reserve banks, 
The System's holdings of bills bought 
in open market declined $55,000,000, 
while holdings of United States Govern.

fense summoned to testify. But there 
is little likelihood that such will be the 
case. The chairman of the committee 
announced that the hearimgs will be 
short and those who wanted to testify 
will have to come forward and say so. 
A rule will have to be obtained because 
of the legislation on an appropriation 
pill, but doubtless the hearing before 
the Rules Committee will be just as 
perfunctory. Pe 

The lack of unanimity as to the meth- 
od of cutting the Army is evidenced by 
the White House conferences this week. 
On Monday Secretary Dern called twice 
at the White House, talking to the 
President the second time. The next 
day there was another conference at 
which the President got together with 
Secretary Dern, General MacArthur, 
Maj. Gen. Lytle Brown and Director of 
the Budget Douglas. To some these re- 
peated conferences lead to a belief that 
the personnel reduction may be beaten. 

It is believed that the entire program 
will be made public when Mr. Roose- 
yelt’s gigantic governmental reorganiza- 
tion program is announced. That pro- 
gram is understood to include the trans- 
fer of public construction, including 
rivers and harbors, to the Interior De- 
partment, with the Army engineers con- 
tinuing their duty in that respect but 
under the control of the civilian engi- 
neers. The Department of 
is slated to get the Naval Observatory, 
the War Department’s Inland Water- 
ways and the National Advisory Com- 
mittee for Aeronautics, now an inde- 
pendent agent. 

The balance of the War Department’s 
cuts will be severe and drastic, many 
of them being among the Collins’ pro- 
posals twice rejected by Congress. 
Among them, it is said, is elimination 
of the Citizens Military Training Camps, 
reduction of National Guard Armory 


drills from 48 a year to 24 with no 
summer training; no _ reserve officer 


training; withdrawal of support from 
the Reserve Officers Training Corps and 
50 per cent reduction in the number of 
active Army posts. 

Other cuts to reach the $90,000,000 
cut will result in making the Army vir- 
tually a caretaking establishment for 
the posts and the Civilian Conservation 
workers. Military training would be at 
a standstill. Arsenals undoubtedly would 
stop work and research and development 
projects cease. Travel, it is probable, 
would be discontinued by “freezing” per- 
sonnel at their present stations. Re- 
placement of animals would stop and 
food and forage probably would suffer.

In 1919, Captain King served as head 
of the Post Graduate Department, Naval 
Academy, Annapolis, and in 1921 was 
ordered to command the USS Bridge, 
supply ship. In 1923, he was transferred 
to command the USS Chewink, subma- 
rine tender, the Submarine Base, and the 
submarines based at New London, and 
Inspector of Ordnance in Charge of the 
Navy Mine Depot, New London.

Cutting the Navy 
(Continued from First Page) 
personnel. Inasmuch as the enlisted 
strength of the Marines is now greatly 
below what is necessary, Headquarters 
has decided that officer personnel must 
bear the brunt of the new reduction. The 
enlisted strength must be cut, also, un- 
der the slash, but not more than two or 
three hundred men, bring the Corps 

down to about 15,000 men. 

The plans tentatively considered at’ 
Headquarters, to be used if the slash is 
finally ordered, would call for the ap- 
pointment of a board to select the offi- 
cers to be retired, reductions apportioned 
among the ranks, with general officers to 
zo being first selected by the President. 
Selections for retirement would probably 
be based upon age and efficiency and 
those retired would probably receive pay 
based upon 214 per cent for each year’s 
service. Of course this procedure would 
require legislation, and is entirely ten- 
tative. It is also considered probable 
that the law authorizing half-pay furs 
loughs for Navy officers may be con- 
strued as applying to the Marines. 

Officers close to things at the Depart- 
ment are hopeful that there will be no 
reduction of naval officers ordered, by 
retirement, furlough or otherwise. Some 
cut will probably be necessary for the 
Medical Corps in view of the withdrawal 
of veterans from naval hospitals, but it 
is thought that there is a good chance 
for the Line and the other Staff corps 
to escape. Enlisted personnel may be re- 
duced. but no one can see the practica- 
bility of discharging men from the mili- 
tary and naval services while recruits 
are being taken into the Cvilian Conser- 
vation Corps at higher wages. 

Little consolation, however, is taken 
from the fact that the President re- 
quested authority only to furlough Army 
officers, as there is already on the statute 
hooks a law allowing the naval officers 
to be furloughed without their consent. 
What does encourage officers is the fact 
that a reduction in naval personnel has 
not been actively considered at the White 
House and the Budget the way the Army 
cut has been. 

What will happen to the naval reserve 
is still uncertain. It is believed that 
the course to be followed will be deter- 
mined in accordance with whatever de- 
cision is made regarding the National 
Guard. 

As announced in the JourNAt last 
week. the Navy Department has already 
revised the fleet operating schedule for 
next year, cancelling the fleet problem 
and otherwise curtailing operations. 





Economy Rulings 


The Comptroller General this week 
issued the following decisions to the 


Navy Department: 

The percentage reduction prescribed 
by the Executive Order issued pursuant 
to section 3 of Title II of the act of 
March 20, 1933, Public No. 2, is to be 
applied to the advanced pay for assigned 
enlisted men of the Fleet Naval Reserve 
and to pay of officers and enlisted men 
of the Naval Reserve for drills, equiva- 
lent and appropriate duties, administra- 
tive function and uniform gratuity. 

There is no restriction in the act of 
March 20, 1933, Public No. 2, other than 
the required percentage reduction, upon 
the payment to enlisted men of the 
Naval Reserve of drill or appropriate 
duty pay based on higher rating to 
which advanced by administrative action. 

The payment to transferred members 
of the Naval Reserve, when placed upon 
the retired list after 30 years’ service, 
of. $15.75 a month, less required percent- 








age reduction, in lieu of rations, cloth- 
ing, quarters, fuel and light, does not 
constitute an automatic increase in com- 
pensation but is a part of their retired 
pay and is, therefore, not prohibited by 
the restrictions upon automatic promo- 
tions. 

The allowances for rations, clothing, 
quarters, heat and light to retired en- 
listed men of the Navy constitute a part 
of their retired pay within the detini- 
tion of compensation in section 1 (Db), 
Title II, act of March 20, 1933, and are 
subject to the percentage reduction re- 
quired by that act. 

Retainer pay of transferred members 
of the Naval and Marine Corps Reserves 
is within the definition of compensation 
in Title Il of the act of March 20, 1933, 
and subject to reduction thereunder. 

The prohibition in the Naval Appro- 
priation Act against the use of such ap- 
propriations for pay, allowances or ex- 
petises of any officer or enlisted man of 
the Naval and Marine Corps Reserves 
who may be drawing retired pay from 
the United States, does not prevent the 
receipt of retired pay by transferred 
members who are also in receipt of par- 
tial benefits as retired emergency officers. 





Peace Time Strength 

Maj. Gen. Stephen O. Fuqua, Chief 
of Infantry, addressed the Congress of 
the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion on Thursday on the subject “The 
Nation’s Present Need for Our Army.” 

“Under the National Defense Act of 
1920,” the General said, “the strength 
of our Army was placed at 18,000 officers 
and 250,000 enlisted men. However, 
since the passage of this act that force 
has been reduced to 12,402 officers and 
118,750 enlisted men. The mission of 
the Regular Army is (a) to garrison. 
our outlying posts without the continen- 
tal limits of the country; (b) to main- 
tain a military educational system for 
its own personnel and for the personnel 
of the civilian elements of our defense 
forces; (¢c) to act in an instructional and 
training capacity for other elements of 
the Army of the United States—the Na- 
tional Guard and the Organized Re- 
serves; (d) to conduct civilian training 
activities such as the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps and the Citizens’ Mili- 
tary Training Camps; and (e) to pro- 
vide a small force at all times available 
for immediate employment in the field. 
With this mission it is evident that those 
who wish to reduce the,officer person- 
nel by several thousands and are basing 
their effort on officer quota with our 
present enlisted strength have failed to 
acknowledge the true mission of our 
small Regular Army. Anyone having an 
understanding of our National Defense 
policy and an appreciation of its needs 
could not possibly fail to realize that: 
the responsibilities imposed on the Regu- 
lar Army by the people’s representatives 
through the National Defense Act ne- 
cessitate a commissioned personnel pro- 
portionately much larger than the en- 
listed strength. 

“Our Chief of Staff has truly stated 
the officer need of our Army in his state- 
ment before the Appropriations Commit- 
tee when he said: 

“*The Army can live on short rations, 
it can be insufficiently clothed and 
housed, it can even be poorly armed and 
equipped, but it is doomed to destruc- 
tion withont the trained and adequate 
leadership of its officers. An efficient 
and sufficient corps of officers means the 
difference between victory and defeat.’”

LOYALTY 


Editor Army and Navy Journal: 

As a field officer on duty here in Wash- 
ington, I have much to do with efficiency 
reports and every day it is part of my 
routine to study reports and compare 
one officer with another. With the idea 
in mind that we may be forced to elimi- 
nate a number of officers this winter 
(and I hope for the good of the U. 8. 
that it is kept to a minimum) I can 
see that efficiency reports take on -re- 
newed importance. I was asked a few 
days ago how I would go about elimi- 
nating officers should it fall to my lot 
to assist in the heart-breaking ordeal. 
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I had no ready reply but, after thinking 
it over, I can see that the lack of loyalty 
on the part of a junior officer would 
influence me as much as anything else. 

That brings up this question: Just 
how high ranking does an Army officer 
become before he can eliminate loyalty 
from his makeup? May I give you my 
idea on that question? A second lieu- 
tenant disloyal to his captain receives a 
blow on his next efficiency record that 
he can’t get over for years. Likewise, 
a captain to his major and a major to 
his colonel. Now if a colonel gives a 
talk to a Rotary Club and states that 
his Corps Area Commander is “all wet” 
und that he wastes men and money and 
that he, the colonel, could do things ever 
so much better—well, we in the Army 
all know that that colonel will retire 
just a colonel. 

A step further. A Corps Area Com- 
mander, a major general, if you please, 
gives a talk publicly in which he goes 
twice as far as any of the junior officers 
I have mentioned and what happens? 
Nothing. 

I seriously object to any system of 
military ethics which excuses a major 


general for disloyalty to his higher 
authority but, for the same offense, 


kicks the junior officer out of the Army. 
Is not a major general subject to a 
Class “B” Board the same as the junior 
officer? You know we live only once 
and the career, wife and youngsters 
mean just as much to the junior officer 
as to the major general. 

I believe I voice the attitude of our 
most ethical officers when I say, regard- 
less of rank, we try to play the game 
with our seniors as well as our juniors, 
and we shall never reach a rank so high 
but that we shall still feel the sense of 
loyalty to senior authority even when 
next to the Secretary of War himself. 

In a nutshell, we believe in loyalty.

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Condense Army Regulations 


The Chief of Staff has approved an 
abridged edition of Army Regulations for 
use by smaller units of the Army which 
will serve the purposes of Volume VI, 
Basic Field Manual. 

The entire set of Army Regulations is 
at present furnished units down to in- 
clude companies and separate detach- 
ments. It consists of nearly 700 pam- 
phlets comprising 6 volumes. It is nec- 
essary for Post Commanders to have the 
entire set of Army Regulations which, 
when it was issued, replaced Army Reg- 
ulations (1913), Special Regulations, 
Compilation of Orders, Manual for the 
Quartermaster Corps, Manual jof the 
Medical Department, Manual for the Pay 
Department, certain War Department 
General Orders, Bulletins, Circulars and 
other publications containing instructions 
of a continuing nature, except those per- 
taining to training and technical matters. 

It is extremely doubtful if over one- 
fourth of the pamphlets now in use and 
comprising Army Regulations are ever 
consulted by commanders of small units. 
Certain regulations applicable to the lat- 
ter are scattered throughout the six vol- 
umes and the same subject matter is 
frequently treated in some phase or other 
in several different volumes. In num- 
erous pamphlets comprising the present 
Army Regulations, several paragraphs 
only are devoted to matters of interest 
to the smaller units. 

It has long been the desire of the Chief 
of Staff to provide small units with Army 
Regulations appreaching the size of the 
old Blue Book, the name universally ap- 
plied to “U. S. Army Regulations, 1913”. 

Besides its convenience in handling 
in garrison it can be conveniently car- 
ried into the field. Through the cooper- 
ation of The Adjutant General, the As- 
sistant Chief of Staff, the G-1, and The 
Inspector General, 155 pamphlets have 
been extracted from the present six vol- 
umes and assembled into one volume. 
Upon reissue of the pamphlets included 
in this list, only those paragraphs ap- 
plicable and necessary to small units will 
be extracted and distributed to them. 
The set of regulations in possession of 
such units will, therefore, gradually de- 
crease in size and eventually reach some- 
what the proportions of the old Blue 
Book, 

The economy of issuing only one- 
fourth to one-fifth of the present Army 
Regulations to small units, and these in 

extracted form, can be appreciated. Much 
time, inconvenience and labor will be 
saved in consulting one volume instead 
of six and the ease of carrying one vol- 
ume instead of six is apparent. 

One complete set of regulations will 
be maintained at Post Headquarters and 
will be accessible to those who desire 
to look up matter not essential to small 
units. 

The full index to each pamphlet in 
the abridged volume will be maintained. 
thus indicating the subject of each 
paragraph omitted from the set in pos- 
session of the smaller units—this for 
the convenience of those desiring to con- 
sult the master set at Post Headquarters 
or elsewhere. 

The list of regulations comprising the 
abridged volume will soon be issued to 
the service and Corps Area and Depart- 
ment Commanders will be directed to 
call on all posts under their jurisdiction 
for statements, after use for a reason- 
able period of time, of any additional 
regulations which are essential and 
which should be incorporated therein and 
any regulations already included which, 
in their judgment, should be omitted. 
Corps Area and Department Command- 
ers will then transmit said statements, 
with their own recommendations, to the 
War Department not later than March 
1, 1934. 

By the approved plan, above stated, 
a long step has been taken by the War 
Department towards simplification of 
administration, and will undoubtedly be 
productive of universal approval. 

One feature of the abridged regula- 
tions is that they will form the basis of 
administrative regulations incident to 
mobilization in time of war and will ef- 
fect a tremendous economy at that time. 
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Navy Leave Policy 

The following policy regarding leave 
Was announced by the Bureau of Navi- 
gation in the bulletin issued this week. 

“On and after April 1, 1933, subject to 
the restrictions which had been placed 
in effect by this Bureau prior to July 1, 
1132, regarding granting of leave, leave 
may be taken as follows: 

“(a) All leaves accumulated up to July 
1, 1032, not to exceed three months. 

“(b) All legislative furlough for which 
an officer has been checked and which 
he has not taken from July 1, 1932 to 
April 1, 1933, not to exceed 18 working 





days, will be available only until June 
3C, 1933. 

“(c) On April 1, 1933, eight days in 
addition to the above, representing leave 
accrued from April 1 to July 1, 1933.” 





Active Duty For Reserves 


The War Department this week au- 
thorized corps and commanders to put 
staff Reserve officers on active duty in 
connection with the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps. The preceding order only 
authorized the use of Reserve officers 
of the line and Medical Department.
